When elforts were being made to se-
ours the admisslon of Nebraska aa a state
the argument which the supporters of
the measure had constantly to mest was
that Nebraska wans only a feeble terrltory
with less than 75,000 poople, and with
only a sltip of good land; 1t could never
amount to much; and It was not falr to
give It as much power in the senate us
the old states posssssed. It required a
large amount of effort, argument and
hard work to meet these nssertions suo.
cesafully, comlng as they did from sena-
tors and members of the old 'states. 1t
was difficnlt to convince them of the re-
gources of Nebraska at that time: of ita
prospocts for development; of Its future
pos sibllitien, Ita probabilities; aye, of lis
certalnty. DMore than once did the wrlt-
er tell those gentlemen that In fifteen
yenrs Nebraska wonld far outatrlp them
In the race of progress, in population, In
financlal benefit to the government, and
In rapressutation In congress. My pre-
dlctionn scemed to them too vislonary and
improbable to become reallties, Bat,
neverthelesy, they have been

MORE THAN REALIZED,

These matters have been called to
mind by reading & statement of the
amounts of Internal revenue paid to the
general government by the dlfferent
states last year. A contrast of a few of
them with our state will uot ba devoid
of Interest. Daring the fiscal year end-
Ing June 30th, 1884, Nebraska pald into
the Unlted States {reasury, §1,5600,000;
Maine, £60,000; Connecticat, $£425,000;
Duleware, £8200.000; Mich!gan, $1 500,
000; Minnesota, $500,000; New Hamp-
shiee, $175,000; Rhode Island, &130,000;
Oregon, $£126,000; Vermont, £30,000;
West Virginis, $550,000; Sonth Carolina,
$03 000; Tenneesee, $1,2560,000; Kanane,
$167,000; Texas, 8225,000; Alabama,
$36,000; Florlda, £173,000; Arkansae,
800,000, It will be observed by these
figures, that Nebraska is away ahead of
all the states named except Michigan,
and that state Is only on a level with her.
Begiznning with the maximum, Nebraska
is the fifteenth state In the payment of
revenue to Uncle Sam,

in 1850 Nebraska
was &n anknown qaantity, without even
a mention on the map of the United
States, bu% now has three members of
congress, and is really entitled to five,
accordlog to her present population, In
1850, Malne had seven members, now
hss four, New Hamphshire four, now
two; Connecticut four then and now;
New York thirty-foor, now thirty-three;
Virglula fifteen, now nine; North Caro-
llna nine, now eight; Tennessae eleven,
now ten; Illinole seven, now twenty;
Missourl five, now fourteen; Michlgan
three, now eleven; Iowa two, now eleven;
Indlana ten, mnow thirteen; Wisconsln
three, now nine; Ksnsas none, now seven.
Peonsylvania had gained from twenty-
four to twenty-seven, Maryland same
then as now, six; eo of Ohlo, twenty-one.
These figures show how population and
immigratlon have been distributed
througnount the country during the inter-
vening period. It is, evidently, within
reasonable bounds, to prediet that when
another decennial census Is taken, it will
show Nebraska to have population of
over a million,
